Mr. Justice Martin’s Reasons 
for Fine on Carlotta

NEW MANAGER OF 


EMPRESS IS HERE 


The full text of Mr. Justice Martin's 
Judg ment In the case of "The King" 
versus the Heuling schooner Carlotta O. 
Cox, is printed below. 

On March 7th Mr. Justice Martin de¬ 
livered’ Judgment In favor of the.crown 
finding that, the schooner had been 
guilty of illegul sealing and declaring 
her, with her equipment, forfeited to 
the King. Tim payment of a fine of 
£400 and costH within thirty days of the 
judgment was made an alternative fine 
to the seizure of the vessel. 

The Victoria Sealing Company, own- 
er of the (Tarlotfa O. Cox, subsequently 
paid the fine and the schooner was re¬ 
leased to it. 

Mr. Martin's full Judgment, In which 
he reviews the ease thoroughly, is as 
follows: 

On tho 29th day of May, 1907, shortly 
after 7 a. m., the sealing sshouner Car¬ 
lotta G. Cox, John Christian, master, a 
British vessel registered at Victoria, 
was boarded, searched and detatned by 
the U. S. revenue cutter Hush, In the 
North Pacific ocean off Yakutat bay, In 
latitude 59 degrees 10 minutes N., and 
longitude 141 degrees 19 minutes W., 
being suspected of contravening the 
Behring sea uwurd act, 1894, which. In¬ 
ter glia, forbids subjects of Great Brit¬ 
ain and the United States of America 
from pursuing, killing or capturing fur 
seals during the close season (begin¬ 
ning on the 1st of May and extending 
to the 31st of July) on the high sea 
north of the 35th degree of N. latitude 
and eastward of the 180th degree of 
longitude. Later, and on the 4th of 
June, the schooner was formally seized 
at Sitka, where she had been towed by 
the Rush, and she was thence towed to 
Port Simpson, B. C., where she was 
handed over to Captain Hackett'; mast¬ 
er of the Canadian government steamer 
Quadra, then employed by the depart¬ 
ment of marine and fisheries In the 
lighthouse service, who arranged with 
Captain Christian that he should take 
the schooner to Victoria and deliver her 
to the collector of customs there, which 
was done. 

"At the time of the first searching on

Besides the fdtclng of another hear¬ 
ing of the charges against Prince Zu 
Eulenburg, to-day's developments will 
go far toward aiding Harden in bis ap¬ 
peal from his sentence tfc four months’ 
imprisonment for libeling Count von 
Moltke, which has not yet been heard. 

This sentence was the result of the 
most sensational scandal In the empire 
in years. 

Harden, in hls paper, accused a large 
number of army officials and noblemen 
of having formed themselves into a 
ring, the chief object of which was to 
bring undue influence on the Kaiser 
and other high officials to gain legisla¬ 
tion they desired. 

Harden charged certain members of 
this camarilla with Immoral practices 
of such a nature as to prevsnt a public 
hearing of the suit for libel which was 
instituted against him by Count von 
Moltke. who was named as one of the 
men involved in these practices. 

He had as witnesses during the hear¬ 
ing many of the soldiers of the Imper¬ 
ial army, who, hq claimed, were vic¬ 
tims of the orgies Indulged In by the 
officers. 

Harden failed to prove hls assertions 
and wda found guilty of libel. 

Valet’s Testimony Shocking. 

Von Moltke and the others Involved 
In the scandal, who had been forced 
from service In the army, were absolv¬ 
ed from the charges against them, and' 
were restored to their old rank.

The classes at the North Ward 
school, he said, were behind In litera¬ 
ture, drawing and nature study, and 
that he knew Mr. Campbell to be es¬ 
pecially fitted to teach in these sub¬ 
jects. He said Mr. Campbell was one of 
the best assistants he had ever had 
while In the North Ward. The people 
there had asked him yesterday that a 
strong man be appointed. He thought 
that Mr. Campbell’s second class cer¬ 
tificate would not be a bar to his being 
appointed.
